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ordinary observance. Only those who feel strong enough to 
overcome these difiiculti.es should take it upon themselves to 
follow the higher understanding of these duties ; otherwise they 
should cum ply with the ordinary performance of them. 

The treatise, which probably was intended as a school 
book for elementary religious instruction, contains very few 
quotations from the Coran, and no names, or references to history. 

Its language, as far as it is possible to reconstruct it from 
the heap of mistakes and perversions of the text, seems 
to he fairly old, though there are no such clear traces of 
comparative antiquity as in the preceding treatise. However, 
there are occasionally such expressions as ba-rniijdnaji-yi =later 
bi(-tamvwnt-h or hamaganan, etc., which could not have been 
introduced by modern scribes. 

The MS. on which the present edition is chiefly based, comes 
from Hunza, and is dated apparently 1309/1N92 (the work is not 
dated, but the next item in the volume was transcribed in that 
year), and forms an item in a jttng (of the form which is in 
Persia called huijdd, an oblong " album ’). containing mostly 
poetry. Tt oeeupies seven leaves, JS by 4] inches, 13-14 lines 
to a page, about IP inches long, of childish, unskilled nastadiq. 

Another copy also comes from the Upper Ox us provinces, 
is dated PllO/ls<W, also oeeupies seven leaves in a jung, by 
4^ inches, with 10 lines to a page, about inches long. It is 
very incorrect, and in some places hopeless. 

The third belongs to Haji Musa Khan of Poona. It occupies 
lb pages in a jttmj, about 12 lines to a page, 2£ inches long. 
The orthography was slightly improved by its owner, who 
transcribed it in 1307/bsSMI, but. it is, nevertheless, full of 
mistakes. As mentioned above, those copies contain practically 
no real variants. 

(Ymelnding this short- introduction, I have to express my 
feelings of gratitude to my Ismaili friends who have so broad¬ 
mindedly helped me in mv work, thus making this edition 
possible, and to the Pxerutive Committee of the Islamic Research 
Association who have published it.

Universe, man, a ml the necessity for and Imam, without whom 
man cannot know anvlhing about his own position in the 
Universe and the purpose of creation. 

The second fa-sl (p. o) explains what an Ismaili devotee 
should be. Unfortunately, such a promising heading brings a 
disappointment, as the chapter deals merely with litoral virtues 
rather than with Ismaili creed. The lirst of llte I hive preserilted 
virtues is recognition of the Imam of the time, and continuous 
obedience to liis commandments. The second is rain. or fatalism, 
and the third is tnxlim. self-resignation, or readiness to saerifiee 
everything earthly for the sake of religion. There are several 
degrees of devotion and several degrees of conviction hy the 
truth of the religion. 


The third fu?i (p. S). deals with the }>rineiples of UmnUa 
and Udmrm} hot h ordinary {yihir). and spiritual, or abstract 
(hatin). The iirst. term, which may Ik* translated by " being 
affectionate to means in the zrifiir supporting the cause of the 
Imam, and in the brifin being always obedient to Ids command¬ 
ments. The second, which means “ keeping away I nun 
something ". is also of two kinds. Its zahir means to keep away 
from the wicked and tin* enemies of the Imam, and its hnlni 
means severing ties with evervhody except the Imam. 

These two religions duties have four principal forms of 
expression, as nta'nfat, or knowledge of (lod through the [main : 
mahabitaf. or love for (tod. which is the same as worship : htjeui. 
emigration, which means avoidance of everything that hinders 
devotion : and. finally, i'/finrl. or active struggle against all 
inimical forces (including one's own lower selfi which resist the 
commandments of the Imam. All these have their own zahir 
and hdfin. 

The fourth fa-yl. the longest (p. !*), gives the usual ia'irif 
interpretation of the "seven pillars" of the xfntnui. It is 
plainly slated that this allegorical interpretation of the prescrip¬ 
tions of the shun'a/, i.e. shalan/af. tuhaml, namaz, fast. za tat 
(or religious tax). jthad. anil /my/, every otic of which has its 
own zahir and htifi/t. implies much greater difficulty than their

In the present edition the original orthography has been 
preserved as far as possible, and (’oranie quotations, which 
usually are unintelligible, are given in accordance with the 
usual text.

The seeond short treatise published here, the “ Aim of 
the Faithful ", is fairly common in the Upper Oxus provinces, 
and is regarded by the local Lsmailis as a work of Nasiru’d-din 
Muhammad Tiisi. the famous theologian, astronomer, and 
philosopher, who died in Baghdad the lNth Dhkl-hijja <>72/ 
2n-vi-1274. 1 Whether Tusi was really the author, or not, is 
difficult to ascertain. For the present edition 1 had at my 
disposal three copies, ami two of them contained the name 
of Muhammad Tusi as the author, while one did not. In the 
Asiatic Museum of the Ku.ssian Academy of Sciences, in the 
collection of A. Semenov, there is another copy briefly described 
by him in the " Bulletin of the Russian Academy of Sciences : \ 
litlH, p. 217N : his copy contains the name in the form of 
Muhammad Uhud. The general style of it, however, closely 
resembles that of the and of the Akhldqi 

Xdsiri ; hence we may accept Tusks authorship tentatively, 
until this is definitely confirmed, or contradicted. 

The general ' make ” of the treatise is a complete contrast 
to that of the preceding one. It is obvious that it was drafted 
by an expert hand : but the learned author, who intended it for 
general students, made it rather too fiat and insipid, by trying to 
make it simple and lucid, and avoiding all deep and difficult 
problems. Neither the date of coin posit ion, nor the name of 
the high official at whose command (as is stated in the opening 
lines) it was written, is mentioned. 

The book is divided into four fasts. The first deals with

In the course of Iiis narrative the author rt-fto many 
[km'suiis {their names arc given in the index). i*nr instance, lie 
refers tn Imam Taqi Ahmad, whom he regards as the tenth 
(lsmai.lt) Imam, 1 2 * 4 It is strange. Intt lie says that Ni/ar. whom 
he regards as " the nineteenth or the twentieth ~ Imam 
(p. IS), " Tailed with his sons in Fgvpt (p. IT). The reference 
to Nasiri Khusraw fp. 34). whose distich lie quotes, as mentioned 
above, is prohahlv one of the earliest references to the poet A 
deferring to the reform of the calendar under Malik shah 
Saljuqi (p. 4n), he gives the names of the astronomers who 
assisted : ‘Umar Khayyam Nishapiiri. AbtVUFalh Hist ami. and 
■Mir/atfar Isfara ini (apparently the same as Sharafu'd-din af- 
Miiiallai’ b, Muhammad at-Tusi. see Brock., I. 472). It is 
interesting to notice that he adds to the name of Khayyam a 
highly honorific epithet of mdri kmnmyn. "the leader of both 
worlds "A 

The language of the work appears as genuinely old. and 
entirely in agreement with the period to which the treatise 
belongs. This is seen dearly in spite of ill! the perversions and 
distortions of the original orthography. The MS. on which 
this edition is chiefly based, though quite modern, and full of 
horrid mistakes, often preserves the original form of writing 
dn-kt without the final -h. There are several cases of the 
Preeativo (knndd, ddrdd). several eases of the Second Future 
with mi-: mi-ranjdnidu Uixhftd. mi-yazidn b&xhad (p. 33). The form 
hand appears only once (p. 23), but the forms like Uvl-dn and 
had-in are abundant, It is interesting to note that the author 
is very fond of forming abstrac t nouns with the Persian Suffix -i 
from Arabic Adjectives, as in dhaltli (p. 3d), tfutriki (p. If)). 
(ht'tf i (p. 3h). etc. 

The present edition is based on two copies, one transcribed 
half a year ago in Chitral. and the other copied in 1312/bSiKj,

world, in the form by which 'He ennobled human beings.” The 
idea of the author is apparently a belief that the Deity, manifest¬ 
ing in tbw world, is revealed fully and most completely in 
the human form which is the crown of creation. The individual 
human being in whom such a manifestation takes place is the 
Imam, the lieutenant (or kl'talifa. according to the (Vtranic 
expression. II. Jsj of the Deity. He only reveals true religion, 
and without knowing him (or rather recognising him as the 
religious leader) all sorts of beliefs are mere idolatry. The 
author tells of the initial manifestations at the beginning of the 
millennial periods of each great prophet, 

fifth III (p. 13). ‘ Who is that person now. where does he 

reside, and what is his name ' ” Such a person is Ali and his 
successors—lineal descendants. All are of one and the same 
substance, the same Mawla ‘Ali. spiritually and physically, only 
changing the form just as one changes clothes. The author is 
here <|uite lavish in his references to the Fn?uli mubdrak, but 
unfortunately his references are superficial and confusing. On 
pp. 21-3 there ace interesting details about a Fusl of khaddirand 
Hasan to one Oadi Mas'iid. defending his rights. In another 
Fn$L to Amir Haydari Mas’ud, there was apparently a most 
interesting reference to the enigma of Hasan's birth, etc. 

fifth LV (p. 24-). ' On the revelation of the physical world,” 

This hdh ends rather abruptly, and seems incomplete. It deals 
with a kind of a monistic theory, proving that one and the 
same energy variously manifests itself in things of the physical 
world ami mail, and that all form part of one unit. 

finh V fp. 2ii). “ On the revelation of the spiritual world.” 

Spiritual world is inseparable from the physical. The Xeo- 
Platonie, and later un Sufic, idea about tbe "ascension" of 
things {tnad<L Sufic term 'ttrtij). in the form of the return to the 
Primaeval Source of being, is interpreted in such a way that every¬ 
thing physical in its transformations must pass through the 
human state. Paradise is nothing but a blissful return tu 
eternal Life, and Hell is nothing but complete annihilation. 
Stories representing both in vivid colours as the places either 
of enjoyments, or of tortures, are nothing but allegories intended 
for the unsophisticated people, and meant to encourage them 
to be virtuous, or to frighten them from committing crimes. 
Various classes of people are described, with regard to their 
attitude towards the religion.

It is also important to note that tin* present treatise lor ms. 
to a groat extent. the basis of one oi the most important items 
in the religious literature of the Badakhshnni Ismailis. the 
Haft bi'ibi Say if >4 Ma.dr. or. as it is also called, the kaidnii Htr. 
The work has as little to do with Sayyicl Nash’, i.e. Nasiri 
Kliusraw, as the present treatise has with Baba Sayyid-na . it 
was not eomposed before the middle of the x/.with e.. ami it 
is probably a kind of an .amplified paraphrase of the present 
treatise. As the substanee is practically the same, a translation 
of the work is not offered here, and the reader is referred to 


the translation of the larger Hafl bah , published in this series, 
all additional information being summed up in footnotes to 


that text. 

The contents of the present Haft hub may be hrietly 
summarised as follows :

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prose which is composed by this humble slave ”, ami on p. 24 
he intimates that " the poetry should be understood allegorically ” 
(ira xhi'r-hd hdynd khv'dnd), obviously meaning some 

definite poetry. In the present treatise there .are but half a 
dozen poetical quotations of one line each, only one being a 
quatrain. One of them is plainly ascribed to Niisiri Khusraw 
(p. -14). and three others to a poet (’a."hi darnd) other than the 
author of the present work. Hence there was no possibility 
of the autlior being able to call his book a Dtivan of poems. 
Hut the persistent, references to this Diwdn , and to the poetry 
Iiv the author himself, doubtlessly are quite genuine, and 
indicate a close connection of this treatise with some other, 
poetical work. We are left entirely in the dark regarding this 
question, but it is improbable that this work is merely a prose 
introduction to a lost fHirdn of the author. 1 

In spite of all such imperfections and disappointing 
obscurities the work undoubtedly deserves great attention, not 
only in tin* study of lsmailism, but of Persian spiritual life in 
general. If we take it as a part of a broader picture, we cannot 
disregard the fact, that it expresses, in a somewhat crude and 
popular form, the highest ideal of Persian Sufism, about m-a'rifat. 
or higher religious knowledge, and of ktwlud, or reconciliation of 
the fairest monotheistic idea with individuality ami free will. 
We know Sufism only from one side. i.e. from the rather 
stereotyped schematic reviews of its Neo-Platonic theories, 
which were only popular amongst a highly educated few. This 
work is an excellent exam file of the popular mentality, with 
its firm grasp on the idea of a combination of the Sufic theosophy 
with the Shiite form of Islam, as a positive religion. Nothing 
has so far been published about the popular forms of Sufism, 
past or present, and it is very instructive to notice that its 
spirit was exactly the same in the twelfth century as it is 
amongst the less educated devotees and professional darwishes 
in the XXth century. 

Another important aspect of this work is an unusually 
great number of references to the Ismaili literature of the 
Ala mat period, which is probably lost now. The author not 
only refers to, but on some occasions even quotes these 
FttsttJi muJjdrafi', the " Blessed Paragraphs ”, as the mediaeval 
Persian Ismailis usually call the epistles of their high religious

explaining the signs of the 1 advent of the fta'ini on the day of 
Resurrection, lie says: "and all these (signs) I have actually 
seen (ill Hasun-’Ali <lh‘<knt-h<>'.s-sa!a}n) ' (p. 21). If there is no 
mistake in the personal suffix of tin* verb. ami if this implies 
that tile author Mas personally present at the proclamation ot 
the (Ireat Resurrection, on tin* 17th Ramadan, onii/N-viu-1 H>4. 
at Alamut. we conclude that at the time of writing his hook lie 
Mas over sixty, at least. 

At the end of his hook lie gives the date of its composition 
(—generally speaking, a rare thing in Ismaili MSS., either 
Persian or Arabic—}, in no less than live different- systems of 
calculation : according to the Hijri, " Iskandnri Kit mi's 
Malik-shahi (i.e. -Jalali). afte'r tiie <h'daration of the Qivamat, 
and the astronomical position of luminaries. The first two 
dates, unfortunately, are omitted. As usual, they were written 
over the word " muu and.—also as usual,-—some absent- 
minded scribe forgot to write these dates. Tile Malik-shahi 
year 121. whieh is given here, corresponds with libit or 12tl(t 
A.D. or ofM>-7 A.H. The author adds that from the beginning 
of the Qiyamat about forty solar years hail elapsed (p. 41). 
If lie means the declaration of the (jiyamat, August. 11 <>4, 
this should be about 1204 : but if he calculates from the date 
of the ascension of the Ua'ini. this makes it two vears earlier ;

so, on the whole, the date m. 1200 A,l). is ipiite acceptable. 

\V e see from the general tone and style of the work that the 
author Mas not a high-class man of letters, and had little ex¬ 
perience in compiling hooks. He often shows signs of real 
helplessness, and fills liis work with many unfinished thoughts, 
enigmatic allusions, and, at the same time, with many repetitions 
and platitudes. For example, the whole of the sixth chapter 
is entirely devoted to common place pious sentences which arc 
intended to explain why lie wrote this work. 

Amongst such numerous enigmatic statements and allusions 
there is one which Mould shed much light on the character of 
this work, should it he possible to 'decipher’' it. At the. 
beginning of his uork he refers to “ this blessed J>kvdn ” (in 
tiiuvbti uniharal', p. I). and later on twice refers to in- dmau 
(pp. Mfi, 41). On pjj. 117 and HP lie refers to " lhim poetry and

Of flu- two short., treatises in Persian published in the 
jiresell( volume, t he* first is apparently the earliest known 
yeiiuiiie work belnueme to the Alamuti school of Isrnaili litera¬ 
ture in Persia. 1 Copies of it arc now found only in possession 
ot the Ismailis inhabitiny; the provinces oil the Upper Oxus, 
or Badakhshun (in a broad sense), as the-y arc usually called. 
As far as it is possible to ascertain, there are no copies of this 
work in Western libraries. Amongst the Badakhshani sectarians 
the work is known under the title of Haft hdbi Hdbd Sayyid-na, 
or '{the Book of) Seven Chapters 54 by Baba Sayyid-na The 
name Baba Sayyid-na is applied only to Hasan b. as-Sabbah, 
the yreat organiser of the Ixmaili movement in Persia, who died 
in (fall. 11 obs/May or June 1124. ;l ft- is clearly stated in the 
last hah of tdiis treatise that it was com (insert m, 1200 A.D. S i.e, 
a hunt eighty years after the death of Hasan i Sabbah ; therefore 
we think that the reason for attributing the book to him is a 
mere mnemonic designation, based oil the frequent references 
to Sayyid na in the work- 

The name, nf the real author is pmhablv forgotten* In 
sun it 1 - copies be is called Abu Ishaq 4 but this name obviously 
belongs to the author of quite a different treatise. The author 
himself does not give us any clues as to his identity. He only
